brown powder. The Guano is evidently of animal origin, and the minute bones, which 
were discovered in the same, indicate that it is the resu't of the decay of bats, mice, &c. 
The quantity of organic matter, which is still present, is about 12 per cent., and this 
yields about 24 per cent. of ammonia. A portion of the nitrogen is present, as nitric 
acid, of which about 3 per cent. wa- found. All the nitrogen =. would be equivalent 
to about 344 per cent.of ammonia. The phosphoric acid in the Guano§ about 1214 per 
cent., equal to 27 3 per cent. of bone pho: phate. A considerable quantity of the phos- 
phoric acid, however, is present, as so-called neutral phosphate of lime, which, being 
slightly solv.ble in water, renders the Guano as quick in its action, as a correspondin 
quantity ef superphosphate would do. The smali percentage of potash, which was foun 
in the analysis, adds to its value. 

From ail the experiments which I have made of the Guanahani Guano, no doubt can 
exist that it ls a valuable manure.

It has been furth- 
er ascertained that the bases for this 
over-issue has been a loan to the 
Captain General of less than fifty 
million dollars in paper currency, 
without specie to back up the notes, 
In addition to this immense Issue a 
very large quantity of counterfeit 
bills have been discovered, and this 
has created so much _ excitement 
in Havana that specie is going up 
rapidly, and many persons are ex- 
changing their currency for real es- 
tate and buildings in course of erec- 
tion. Of the latter there has lately 
been great activity, owners of paper 
money being far more anxious to 
have property in buildings than to 
hold any quantity of depreciating 
eurrency. An eftort was made to intro- 
duce foreign specie into Cuba, ascur- 
rency has not been very successful, 
but so far the specie has only gone In- 
to port and out again in foreign trade. 
'’he discovery of all these facts, the 
Cuban letters state, has thrown the 
financial condition of the country In- 
to a state of chaos, and destroyed the 
calculations of all foreign merchants 
trading with Havana.
